‘The events, which 
are taking place in that quarter of the globe, 
must not be considered merely as a matter of 
curtous speculation ; but as furnishing im an 
emment degree a subject for deep rethection, 
and deep apprehension on our part. ‘Phe fortune 
aud future destinies of ow country, will be very 
closely concerzed in the turn, which the affairs 
of Europe willtake. The new system of inter- 
ests established in Europe, has for its prime ob- 
ject, the subjugation of other nations. And the 
mAuence of the French politics and philosophy

among us, who are actively and incessantly

influence, it S a very easy miattcr to per 
suade every inpartial and observing man.

Our vast 
commercial relations with Great-[ritain, and 
the similarity of manners and habits between the 
two people, have cOntributed toa certain de- 
gree, to attach us to England ; while the intole- 
rable ignorance of half our people, their devot- 
edness to republicanism, the active and vigorous 
efforts of the jacobins, and the assistance which 
France afforded us (Cwnder Louis XVI_) in our 
struggle with Great-Britain, have served much 
more effectually to disseminate the French poli- 
tics. 

It is time that the. people of America opened 
their eyes upou the views and schemes of the 
Jacobins. ‘Their government, however beauti- 
ful and well constructed, will hardly endure a- 
nother twenty years, if those men are suffered 
to have so much influence among us. ‘Fhey are 
themselves hastening a revolution, which will ef- 
fectually destroy so mueh of jiberty and equali- 
ty, as now exists among them; and which Iam 
sure if it could be opened in vision before them, 
would make them shudder, and call down the 
wrath of heaven upon the men who deluded them. 
It is obvious, that public sentiment, where it has 
such vast influence in the administration of the 
government, as in our country, ought to be ren 
erally enlightened and yirtuous—The fact is, 
however, that the great mass of the people in 
many of our states, are not half as well informed 
as in Scotland and the north of England. How 
is it to be expected then, that our government 
will be permanent and stable? That legislation 
and manners go together, is one of those immu- 
table principles in politics which is equally weil 
confirmed by speculative reasoning, and by the 
experience of alkthe nations om the globe. We 
may talk and brag as much as we please about 
our government, but the truth is, that our state 
of society is declining so rapidly, that it will pass 
out of our hands, in less than 2 minute’s warn- 
ing; and another infipitely worse for the people 
will succeed, before we have done panting from 
our astonishment. It is clearly settled in the 
minds of all reflecting men, that the present 
state of things cammt continue half a century 
longer. kt may be well therefore, to open the 
minds of so many of the community as under- 
stand and feel the interests of their country, io 
aconsideration of this subject. We would hard- 
ly =~ so far as Mr. Ames, i saying that “ the* 
revolution will proceed exactly m the same wiy 
as that of France, only not with so rapid « pace.” 
For it may be observed, that there will be a great 
difference between the circumstances of the two 
countries, and between the character of the two

of the county treasury, but afterwards, upon the 
certificate of the clerk of the Supreme Court, 
of the amount of suctr bills of cost they shall be 
paid out of the treasury of the Commonwealth, 
to the county treasurer for the use of the coun- 
ty. Ohne item in every such bill of cost, is a 
certain sum, Which has been variant at differ- 
ent times, fora jary fee. As the jurors are paid 


of their attendance, without regard to the num- 
ber of cases tried, and as all sums paid to them 
out of the county treasury have always been 
clarzed by the treasurer to the county, it is ap- 
parent that these jury fees when received by 
him, should have been carried to the credit of 
the county. Under this statute Mr. Bidwell 
while treasurer, previous to 1808, received 
$286 30, no part of which was ever credited 
by him to the county, except as hereafter men- 
tioned, 

By another statute passed onthe 27th Peb. 
1795, all persons confined ta county gavls upon 
charges or convictions of crimes against the 
Commonwealth, who are unable to support 
themselves, are to be supported by the county, 
but so much of the expense of their mainte- 
nance as dves mot exceed the sum of five shil- 
lings per week, is to be repaid to the county by 
the Commonwealth. Under this statute Mr. 
Bidwell while in office, previous to 1809, receiv- 
ed the sum of $1642 14, no part of which was 
ever carricd to the credit of the county, except 
as below stated. 

In 1908, at the August term of the court of 
common pleas, Judge Walker and Mr. Wood- 
bridge were appointed by that court to make the 
annual settlement with the county treasurer. 
The latter gentleman had not previously been on 
this committee. 
Woodbridge remarked the omission of any cred- 
it for the jury fees, the certificate to obtain which 
had passed through his hands as clerk of the 
county.

LATEST FROM LISBON. 

By the brig Charles, 45 days from Lisbon, we 
have received the following verbal intelligence, 
Viz i— 

That the French armies under Gens, Keller- 
man and Bernier, were advancing towards Galli- 
cia—Lord Wellington’s head-quarters were at 
Celorico, the remainder of the army at Guaida, 
Francosa and Pinhel. The orders of the 23d 
inst. were for the soldiers to retain only one shirt 
each, and to send all the heavy baggage to Coim- 
bra. Exclusive of the army under Lord Welling- 
ton, 9400 men were at Portoalegre, commanded 
by Gen. Hill, inthe whole about 70,000 regular 
Portuguese and English troops, besides militia. 
The army under Gen. Hill was becoming jealous 
oi the movements of a part of the French army 
commanded by Gen. Regnier, who was advancing 
by the way of Alberquerque with about 18,000 
men. On the 15th and 20th inst. the French 
made incursions near Badajoz, and succeeded in 
carrying off all the cattle inthe way. Gen. Mase 
sena’s head-quarters were near Cindad-Rodrigo, 
which place was invested by the French, but no 
attack had been made: it appearing to be their 
intention to force a capitulation by famine, in 
which it was probable they would succeed, the 
city being in want of every necessary, and would 
probably fall in afew days. The French forces 
are estimated as follows: near Cindad-Rodrigo, 
under Massena 40,000; on the frontiers of Galli- 
Cia 20,000 ; inthe vicinity of Badajoz 18,000 un- 
der Regnier, and about the same number under 
Gen. Laborde. The English were destroying 
the harvest wherever they retreated. 

There were five lines of defence between Lis- 
bon and the English army, in the whole more 
than 1000 pieces ofcannon. The English have 
six men of war, and from 3 te 400 transports, lay- 
ing in the Tagus and at Oporto, which were kept 
in constant readiness for the embarkation of the 
troops in case of a repulse. A line of Tele- 
graphs was erected, by which intelligence of the 
amny on the frontiers could be conveyed to Lis- 

on inthree hours. Deserters from the French 
amy were almost daily arriving at Lisbon.”

burgh, to his friend in Spain, dated June 19. 

** Accounts have this day reached us, that a 
sequestration of American property have taken 
place at Stralsund, and Stetin, and Koningsburg, 
by the new French consul appointed to that dis- 
trict. All the Salem vessels were so fortunate 
as to escape the iron grasp, except Capt. Flint, 
who was at Stralsund. Ic has excited consider- 
able alarm among those who are in Holstein; 
and the tardy and uncertain manner in which 
business is done, makes every one’s situation 
truly painful. I have bad an unusual share of 
trouble and difficulty : my goods have been sold 
and twice returned on my hands. There is to 
be a change in the civil and military establish- 
ments here. ‘The Hamburgh troops are to be 
disbanded, except 20, and French troops are to 
do the duty. There has lately been a renewal 
of the old demand by the French, which has 
never been paid, of 1,800,000 marcs banico per 
annum.”” 


There is every indication, that Bonaparte’s 
system of plunder (which he nicknames the con- 
tinental system) will extend through the north 
even to Petersburgh.
